Commissioners’‘Report 





In accordance with the public statues of the State 
of New Hampshire, we the commissioners of Coos 
County herewith present the annual report of the Coun- 
ty Commissioners, Treasurer, Clerk of Court, Solicitor, 
Sheriff, Superintendent of County Farm, House of 
Correction and Jail, Physician, Auditors, Priest and 
Chaplain. 


It has been our continual aim as was that of our 
predecessors to expend the money placed at our dis- 
posal for the best interest of the tax payers of Coos 
County. 


We have made vast improvements at our Alms- 
house in the way of installing new radiators, thorough 
overhauling of our steam plant, painting etc., so that 
the comfort of the inmates have been materially im- 
proved. 


The conditions at the Jail are very satisfactory, in 
several of the apartments the old falling plaster has 
been removed and replaced with new, while in the 
basement owing to steam conditions plaster could not 
be kept on and it was deemed best to replace with 
sheathing while the whole interior has been newly 
painted replacing calcimine. Thorough daily inspection 
of all windows, doors and screens is required of the 
turnkey as part of his daily routine who is keeping the 
jail in the most safe and sanitary condition possible. 


Several improvements have been made in our out 
buildings, a modern milk room has been built with un- 
excelled facilities in caring for milk and milking uten- 
cils. A new five-horse power electric motor replaces 
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the more dangerous gasoline engine furnishing power 
for our milking machine, cream separator, corn cutter 
and water heating at a much less expense. 


We were blessed the past year with bountiful crops 
and owing to the large amount of fodder harvested our 
best judgement was to purchase more cattle which was 
done and necessitated more expenditures for the farm, 
consequently we have a fine lot of cows that will be 
ready for market about March Ist., as our pastures are 
limited to our normal herd and it is our intention to 
continue increasing our pure bred stock. One of our 
former commissioners recently made the remark while 
visiting the Farm that he had never seen at the County 
Farm as good a herd in as good condition. 

Further improvements are contemplated and one 
of most importance is the construction of a root cellar 
which would save vast waste and expenditures in pur- 
chasing had we adequate means of preserving our own 
farm products. 


The County finances is in a very satisfactory con- 
dition notwithstanding the expenditures we have made 
in improving and preserving County property. A new 
cement basement has been placed under our County 
Court House at Colebrook. New chimneys built, plumb- 
ing installed and the interior repaired so that it is now 
in good condition. We refer you to our comparative 
balance sheet. 


Good cheer Day was observed as usual at the Coun- 
ty Karm on December 31st., and notwithstanding some 
unauthorized party had circulated the report that some 
would not be welcome, there was a very fair attendance 
although several were missing who in the past had 
been active and whom we had hoped would be present. 

We wish to take this opportunity to express our 
sincere appreciation to all organizations and private 
individuals who in any way assisted in bringing good 
cheer to the inmates, either by their presence or various 
donations and we extend to all a cordial welcome to 
visit and inspect our institution not only on Good Cheer 
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Day but at any other time that may suit their con- 
venience. 


We also extend our thanks to all Selectmen, Over- 
seers of Poor and all who helped us care for the needy 
in a Judicial manner.

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Solicitor’s Report 


To the Inhabitants of Coos County: 


I beg to submit herewith my report as County 
Solicitor for the year ending December 31, 1925. 


I am giving a summary in two sections, one deal- 
ing with prosecutions against the liquor laws, and the 
second section dealing with crimes of other nature. 


There has been a multitude of calls on the Solici- 
tor for action, which, in nearly all cases, have met with 
response. Matters which have been entirely local and 
within Police Court jurisdiction, have been referred to 
the local authorities. Many letters, unsigned, have 
been forwarded to the solicitor, but it is not possible to 
give these attention. Persons desiring to make com- 
plaints must be willing to give their names, or no atten- 
tion will be paid to them. Solicitors are always ready 
to treat all matters in confidence when so_ requested. 
It has been necessary in some localities to enforce the 
law strictly against gambling devices. This move was 


unpopular in some places, and brought much criticism 
upon the Solicitor. The public does not stop to con- 
sider that the Solicitor is the enforcement officer, not 
the legislator, consequently, while the present incum- 
bent holds office, change the law if you do not want en- 
forcement, but do not blame him. 
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I would like to call the attention of the tax payers 
to the cost of law enforcement during the past year. 
It is true that there have been no murders, but there 
has been opportunities for large expenditures had the 
Solicitor so desired.
